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(54) IMAGE DISPLAY DEVICE 




(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To enable a player to enter a scene displayed 
on an image display device and enjoy the game more by 
displaying a 2nd image of an area selected in a 1st image 
by a selecting means. 

CONSTITUTION: This device consists roughly of an 
image control part 2 and a shooting display part 3, and 
the shooting part 3 is a selecting means, a background 
image display means 8 is a 1st image display means, a 
detection device 17 a detecting means, a CPU(central 
processing unit) 4 and a detail screen display means 12 is 
a 2nd image display means. The detecting means detect 
the optional area selected in the 1st image by the 
selecting means and the 2nd image of the selected area is 
displayed by a 2nd image display means. Therefore, the 
optional area in the 1st rough image displayed on an 
external display device is selected by the selecting means 
and the 2nd detailed image can be seen by the 2nd image 
display means. When this device is used for, for 
example, a shooting game, the presence is increased. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Image display equipment characterized by providing the following. The 1st image 
display means which displays the 1st picture on external display. A selection means to choose 
the arbitrary fields of this 1st picture. A detection means to detect the field chosen by this 
selection means. The 2nd image display means which displays the 2nd picture of the field chosen 
by this selection means of this 1st picture according to the detecting signal from this detection 
means. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] this invention relates to image display equipment, especially is used for a 

sniping game etc., and relates to suitable image display equipment. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, the sniping game etc. is known, for example and 
sniping game equipment consisted of image display equipment which displays VIP (Very 
Important. Person) who shoots and enjoys a target, and who becomes a target, and a gun for 
sniping. It shoots by displaying the complete view of the street lined with large buildings in 
which the target lurks on image display equipment, discovering a target from a street lined with

large buildings using the gunsight formed in the gun, and doubling collimation. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, one usual television monitor was being 
used for the conventional image display equipment used for a sniping game etc., and it is rough 
pictures, such as a street lined with large buildings, and the picture displayed was not able to 
display a target's room in detail, and was not able to see it. For this reason, it entered into the 
scene as which a play person is displayed, and there was a problem with it difficult [ to be 
devoted to a sniping game etc. and to enjoy oneself]. 

[0004] Then, this invention is made in view of the above-mentioned point, and it aims at offering 
the image display equipment with which a play person enters into the scene displayed on image 
display equipment, and can enjoy a game more. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above-mentioned problem, it constituted 
from this invention as follows. 

[0006] That is, it considered as the composition possessing the 1st image display means which 
displays the 1st picture on external display, a selection means choose the arbitrary fields of the 
1st picture, a detection means detect the field chosen by the selection means, and the 2nd image 
display means that displays the 2nd picture of the field chosen by the selection means of the 1st 
picture according to the detecting signal from a detection means. 
[0007] 

[Function] According to this invention of the above-mentioned composition, the selected field 
will be detected by the detection means if the arbitrary fields of the 1st picture are chosen by the 
selection means. Moreover, the 2nd picture of this selected field is displayed on the 2nd image 
display means, and the 2nd picture turns into a fine picture from the 1st picture. 
[0008] 

[Example] Drawing 1 is the block diagram of one example of this invention, and drawing 2 is the 
external view of one example of this invention. Hereafter, one example of this invention is 
explained with reference to both drawings. 

[0009] In drawing 1 , the profile of the image display equipment of the invention in this 
application is carried out, it consists of a picture control section 2 and a sniping display 3, and the 
selection means which the sniping display 3 described above, the 1st image display means which 
described above the background screen-display means 8, the detection means which described 
detection equipment 17 above, CPU (central processing unit)4, and the details screen-display 
means 12 are the 2nd above-mentioned image display means. 

[0010] The picture control section 2 on the board 23 contained by the case 22 as shown in 
drawing 2 CPU4, The sound generator 5, coin 1/07, and the background screen-display means 8, 
RAM which memorizes the rough image data 9, the scrolling data 10, and the game advance data 
1 1 (RAM), It considers as the composition which had the details screen-display means 12 and 
RAM which memorizes the fine image data 13, the scrolling data 14, and the game advance data 
15 arranged, and had the loudspeaker 6 arranged by the case 22. 

[001 1] The sound generator 5 generates sound signals, such as shooting sound, and is made to 
utter them from a loudspeaker 6. Coin 1/07 supplies the injection information on coin to CPU4, 
and the eccrisis information on coin is supplied to it from CPU4. 

[0012] The background screen-display means 8 displays rough pictures, such as a complete view 
of a street lined with large buildings, on the television monitor 1 which is external display based 
on image data 9, the scrolling data 10, and the game advance data 1 1 . 



[0013] Based on image data 13, the scrolling data 14, and the game advance data 15, the details 
screen-display means 12 is controlled by CPU4, and displays a picture finer than the picture of a 
television monitor 1 on the liquid crystal display monitor 16 arranged in the sniping display 3 as 
it is mentioned later. 

[0014] Moreover, the sniping display 3 is considered as the composition which had said liquid 
crystal display monitor 16, detection equipment 17, a swivel joint 18, RAM that memorizes the 
horizontal mobile data 19 and the perpendicular direction mobile data 20, and the input unit 21 
which is the trigger of a gun arranged. 

[0015] as being shown in drawing 2 here -- the sniping display 3 - a rifle - it considers as the 
configuration [ like ] and is supported by the horizontal direction h and the perpendicular 
direction v with the support pillar 24 free [ rotation ] through the swivel joint 18 The support 
pillar 24 has fixed on the case 22 of the picture control section 2. 
[0016] The play person 25 can see the screen display of a television monitor 1 through a 
gunsight 26. Looking at the screen display of a television monitor 1, if it is made to rotate 
perpendicularly, a swivel joint 18 will rotate, and the sniping display 3 is supplied to level, and 
the horizontal mobile data 19 and the perpendicular direction mobile data 20 according to the 
rotation position by CPU4 from detection equipment 17. The complete view screen of a rough 
street lined with large buildings as shown in drawing 3 (A) is expressed to a television monitor 1. 
[0017] If the play person 25 discovers a target, the shutter (not shown) arranged ahead [ gunsight 
26 ] by touching a trigger 27 with a finger, for example will close. The display of a liquid crystal 
display monitor 16 is started simultaneously with this, and through the half-beam splitter 28 and 
reflecting mirrors 29 and 30, the play person 25 is small and can see the screen display of the 
thin liquid crystal display monitor 16. 

[0018] CPU4 controls the details screen-display means 12 from from among the pictures of a 
television monitor 1 to display the fine picture of the field as for which selection directions were 
carried out by the sense of the sniping display 3 according to the detection data from detection 
equipment 17 beforehand prepared as image data 13. Let this picture be the screen where the 
portion of the aperture which stands as for the target as it is displayed on a liquid crystal display 
monitor 16, for example, is shown in drawing 3 (A) is fine. 

[0019] When according to this example the arbitrary fields of the rough complete view pictures 
displayed on a television monitor 1 can be chosen by changing the sense of the sniping display 3 
horizontally and vertically, the picture of the portion of a finer aperture can be seen by the liquid 
crystal display monitor 16 by control of CPU4 and it uses for a sniping game etc. in this way as 
described above, there is an advantage which presence increases more and can enjoy a game. 
[0020] In addition, constituting so that the above-mentioned image display equipment may not 
be restricted for using it for game equipments, such as a sniping game, the selection directions of 
a store, a restaurant, etc. which are made into a target from the map picture of the rough whole 
town may be carried out and the appearance, the content of operating, etc. may be displayed 
finely is also considered. 
[0021] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since the 2nd picture of the field which the arbitrary fields of the 1st 
picture chosen by the selection means were detected by the detection means, and was chosen is 
displayed on the 2nd image display means like **** according to this invention When the 
arbitrary fields of the 1st rough picture displayed on external display can be chosen by the 
selection means, and the 2nd fine picture can be seen by the 2nd image display means, for 
example, it uses for a sniping game etc., there is the feature that presence increases more and a 



game can be enjoyed.
